Mark Twain Tonight! -4lst St 4/6. 6 pros-with no review 
filed by News-recorded for Hal Holbrook's impersonation of a 
Mark Twain platform appearance, presented by John Lotas - 
Bunker Jenkins, Actor's portrayal and his selection of material
